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VADDELL PAXIL* HISTORY 


One of the pioneers of our county from whoa quite a number of 
our people trace their descent was Alexander Voddell. Alexander 
Vaddell was bora In or near Glasgow, Scotland, In the month of 
February, 1732. Ve know little of the details of his early life, 
but wo know that thero were at least two other brothers, on elder 
brother. Villlam and a younger brother Matthew. The Vaddelle were 
said to be prosperoue weavero of that vicinity. 

Little Is know of Alexander froa the time of his arrival at 
the age of 24 years until the tine of his narrloga in 1771 flftoen 
years later. His service In the various French and Indian Wars 
which were waged during this period might well account for the 
absence of detailed records. Undoubtedly he soon found hie way to 
the frontier where other Scotsmen were going and probably was 
frequently In and around the small settleaent of Staunton in 
Augusta County, Virginia, where other Vaddella were related but 
the relationship to Alexander Vaddell 16 unknown at this tine. 

In the year 1771 we can imagine the household of John Adam 
Rausch welcoming Alexander Vaddell to their home in the Mill Creek 
Valley near Kt. Jackeon, Virginia. They had not seen him for over 
a year and his news of the other settlements was warmly welcomed 
while the women of the bouse made haste to prepare the flaxen 
thread that the expert weover would transform Into beautiful 
linen. Probably the most excited was 19 year old Eleanor Rausch 
who had met the mature Alexander Vaddell on previous visits, then 
39 years old and In the prime of life Ve do not know the exact 
day of their marriage. Their granddaughter said it was in 1771 or 
1772. It Is possible that was as early as 1770. In any event 
about 1771 this newly married couple loft ths comparative safety 
of the Shenandoah Valley and settled In the heart of the Allegheny 
Mountains on the vary adgo of tho frontlsr.

Dyer's "Index to Land Grants In Vest Virginia” published by 
X.H. Dyer, Charleston 1 Nov. 1895, listed 300 acres granted in 
the naao of Alexander Vaddell on 10 June 1783 at Little Levels. 

Alexander Vaddell and his wife were the parents of at loast 
throe eons and nix daughters. To glvo his sons a chance to have 
their hones near his. the pioneer concluded to aove to Ohio and 
settled noar Galllpolle.

Pocahontas Co. VA WV near Huntersville 1 He 
appeared on the census from 1810 to 1820 in Bath Co. VA. He appeared on the census from 1830 to 
1840 in Pocahontas Co. VA. He died on 26 Jul 1842 in Pocahontas Co. VA. " I Ic was buried in 
(probably) Pocahontas Co. VA. He was a blacksmith. In the March 25. 1898 Pocahontas Times 
article. Price says Ralph and Stephen lived awhile in the lower Valley of VA on the Fairfax lands. 
About 1790 Ralph settled in The Hills near Mi labor and Stephen located in Bath Co. (The former 
area is generally thought to be the nonhem Shenandoah \ alley in old Frederick Co. but p.25S of 
1981 Poca Co History says Fairfax also made grants on Beaver Ck in Greenbrier Co about 1791.) 

Note that although Ralph's brother Stephen is listed in Bath Co property tax records from l“9| 
through 1793. Ralph is not. Docs that mean he was not in Bath Co? 

Military history 

Declaration made to court of Pocahontas County. WV on 7 Aug 1832 states that he is about 75 yrs 
old and was bom in England. In the war (Revolutionary), he was drafted from his home on the 
Calfpasturc for 3 ntos ami served about half that time. He served under Captain McCoy and was 
discharged at Richmond. He was at Norfolk for 9 months under an unknown captain. He also served 
under Captain Buchanan, and under George Poage as an Indian Spy ai Clover l.ick. Truth of 
declaration is vouched for by Jacob Lighlncr. George Gay. and Martin Dillcy. 

- As lar as we can tell, no pension or land was granted as a result of this declaration. According to 
Chalklcy. Poage qualified for Captain of Militia on 20 Nov 1767; was recommended for Captain of 
2nd Battalion for (he part of the Company formerly commanded by Captain Oliver, and was qualified 
for Captain on 20 June 1781. This might help pin down when where Ralph scrved..JWie that Thomas 
Adams w as a Colonel in the 2nd Battalion xs of Aug 1778. 

Capt. John McCoy and Capt. Patrick Buchanan both served from Augusta Co in Aug 1777-1781; in 
June 1781. Peter Hole qualified for Capt. for the company "formerly uuderCapt. McCoy", part of the 
2nd Battalion of the Militia. McCoy’s Co wax Inst mentioned in May 1781; there is no record in 
Chalklcy about whether McCoy was killed or resigned. Hole’s. Poage's. and Buchanan's Co’s arc 
mentioned through March 1783. (Chalklcy. vol I. p. 193-194. 220J - Note that in Chalklcy. "vice" 
means "in replacement of'. 

In April 15. 1782 or 83. Patrick Buchanan resigned and was replaced by Wm Wilson, who was 
recommended for Captain and qualified in June; although Chalklcy Online says 1782 for dates in 
middle of year, dates at start and end arc 1783. so I think this is 1783. 

By testimony of other soldiers. Patrick Buchanan’s Co was at Cowpens; at Hotwater. June 26.1781. 
Of course this may not be Ralph's Captain Buchanan.
